Jackson’s Past In Play 


SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I In a major setback for 
Michael Jackson, a judge ruled Monday that 
the jury can hear allegations that the pop 
star molested or had designs on five other 
boys, including actor Macaulay Culkin and 
two youngsters who reached multimillion- 
dollar settlements with the singer. 

District Attorney Tom Sneddon said 
Jackson’s inappropriate activities with these 
boys included kissing, hugging and inserting 
his hands into their pants. He also said there 
was a pattern of “grooming,” or preparing the 
boys for molestation, but did not elaborate. 

Jackson, 46, is on trial on charges he molest- 


ed one boy — then 13 — at his Neverland ranch 
in 2003. In most criminal cases, evidence of 
past behavior is not admissible against a defen- 
dant. However, the California Legislature 
changed that in 1995, specifically in cases of 
child molestation and domestic violence. 

The incidents allegedly occurred 12 to 15 
years ago, and the prosecutor acknowledged 
that only one of the five boys has agreed to 
testify at Jackson’s trial. 

The defense asked Judge Rodney Melville 
to exclude the allegations, saying they were 
based on third parties, many of whom were 
after Jackson’s money, lindadeutsch(ap) 


Indonesia 
Hit Again 
By Quake 

Up to 2,000 feared dead 
in region leveled by tsunami 

BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA I Apowcrful earth- 
quake struck off Indonesia’s west coast late 
Monday, killing hundreds of people whose 
homes collapsed on them and spreading panic 
across the Indian Ocean that another kill- 
er tsunami was on the way. Indonesia’s vice 
president predicted up to 2,000 deaths. 

But fears of a 
second tsunami 
catastrophe in just 
over three months 
eased within hours, 
as officials in coun- 
tries at risk reported 
their coasts clear of 
the type of quake -spawned waves that rav- 
aged a dozen countries in Asia and Africa 
on Dec. 26. 

Almost all the deaths reported in the hours 
immediately after Monday’s quake were on 
Indonesia’s Nias island, off Sumatra island’s 
west coast and close to the epicenter. 

Police were pulling children’s bodies out 
of the rubble of collapsed houses, and a fire 
was reportedly raging in one town. 

In the town of Gunungsitoli, about 70 per- 
cent of buildings collapsed in the market dis- 
trict, officials said. The MISNA missionary 
news agency in Rome reported that a huge 
fire was raging in the town early Tuesday. 

A police officer, who identified himself 
as Nainggolan, said rescuers were trying to 
pull people out of the rubble, and that many 
were still panicking because of several after- 
shocks.

Father says Fla. woman 
responsive; husband 
looks to autopsy plans 

PINELLAS PARK, FLA. I Described 
by her father as weak and emaci- 
ated, Terri Schiavo clung to life, as 
police stepped up security outside 
her hospice room and demonstra- 
tors prayed for last-minute govern- 
ment intervention in her case. 

Supporters of prolonging the 
severely brain- damaged woman’s 
life carried their protests to the 
White House and Congress on 
Monday, while her father repeated 
his plea that she be kept alive. 

“She’s still communicating, she’s 
still responding. She’s emaciated, 
but she’s responsive,” Bob Schindler 
told reporters after a morning visit 
with his daughter.

George Felos, the attorney for 
husband Michael Schiavo, told 
reporters later that he had visit- 
ed Terri Schiavo on Tuesday and 
described her as “very peaceful.”

Gaza Withdrawal Passes Key Test 


Settlers demoralized 
by defeat in Knesset 
but vow to fight on 

JERUSALEM I Israel’s parliament 
on Monday rejected a last-ditch 
attempt to torpedo Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon’s plan to withdraw 
from the Gaza Strip, vetoing a 
proposed national referendum. 
The plan now goes to the nation’s 
Supreme Court. 

Demoralized by the defeat, set- 
tlers said they would move their 
fight into the streets, promising 
to bring 100,000 protesters to the 
settlements slated for evacuation 
to prevent the withdrawal. 

They also pinned hope on the 
Supreme Court, which agreed

Monday to hear a challenge to the 
law providing the legal framework for 
the withdrawal from the Gaza Strip 
and four West Bank settlements. 


Approval of a referendum would 
have almost certainly delayed the 
withdrawal, scheduled for this 
summer, and could have brought 


down Sharon’s government and 
forced new elections. 

After a debate that was repeat- 
edly interrupted by the shouts of 
angry lawmakers, several of whom 
were ejected, the Knesset defeated 
the referendum proposal 72-39. 

The disengagement plan repeat- 
edly has won Knesset votes. In what 
will likely be its final legislative test, 
Sharon must get his budget passed 
by Thursday, a near certainty after 
the opposition Shinui Party agreed 
over the weekend to support the 
spending plan. 

The Supreme Court hearing was 
set for April 8 before an expand- 
ed panel of 11 judges, the Courts 
Administration said. Such a large 
panel is generally reserved for land- 
mark cases.

U.S. Sets Aside 
$83M to Upgrade 
Its Afghan Bases 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I The United 
States is pouring $83 million into 
upgrading its main military bases 
in Afghanistan, an Air Force gen- 
eral said Monday in a sign that 
American forces will likely be 
needed in the country for years to 
come as al Qaeda remains active 
in the region. 

U.S. Brig. Gen. Jim Hunt said 
the funds were being spent on proj - 
ects already under way at Bagram, 
the main U.S. base north of Kabul, 
and Kandahar in the south.

But oil-for-food probe 
finds U.N. ehief wasn’t 
involved in eorruption 

NEW YORK I Investigators probing the 
U.N. oil-for-food program will report 
Tuesday that U.N. Secretary- General 
Kofi Annan was not involved in any 
corruption related to the humani- 
tarian program for Iraq but will 
criticize his failure to deal with the 
conflict of interest posed by his son 
Kojo’s employment by a contractor, 
officials said. 

The report, to be released 
Tuesday, will also criticize the sec- 
retary-general for failing to detect 
shortcomings in the United Nations’ 
internal bureaucracy that allowed 
problems in the program to con- 
tinue until 2003 when the program 
was ended after the U.S.-led war in 
Iraq, the officials said Monday. 

It will be highly critical of Kojo 
Annan for concealing information 
about his dealings with the Swiss 
company, Cotecna Inspection S.A., 
which won an oil-for-food contract 
in December 1998, and for deceiv- 
ing his father, the officials who have 
seen the report said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

The investigation team is led by 
former US. Federal Reserve chair-

Zipcar, Flexcar report 
big rise in popularity 
throughout the region 

WASHINGTON I When Matt Clausen’s 
car broke down about a year ago, 
the timing was bad. His wife was 
eight months pregnant and the 
Capitol Hill couple did not want 
to deal with the hassle of buying a 
new car or spending a lot of money 
on repairs. 

So Clausen, 33, made a decision 
that friends greeted with raised eye- 
brows. He gave up his 1991 Toyota 
Corolla and became one of thou- 
sands of area residents to sign up 
for a car- sharing program. 

“I tried it out for a few weeks 


and found that it worked so well,” 
said Clausen, who is a member of 
Zipcar. 

When public transportation will 
not do, Clausen can jump on the Web 
or pick up the phone, and in minutes 
he can reserve one of several vehicles 
parked in his neighborhood. 

Zipcar, which has 116 cars in 
the region, has seen its member- 
ship more than double to 8,600 in 
the past year, officials said. Flexcar 
also is growing in popularity, with 
110 cars locally and about 6,500 
participants. 

Transit officials have embraced 
the idea, viewing the program as a 
way to boost ridership on buses and 
trains. Metro has cars at 6l stations.

Jury Selection Begins 
In ‘Virginia Jihad’ Trial 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. | All al-Timimi, 
a Virginia Islamic scholar with an 
international reputation, admits he 
counseled other Muslims after the 
Sept. 11 attacks to leave the United 
States and live in countries where they 
could more freely practice Islam. 

At his trial, which began Monday 
with jury selection, prosecutors 
intend to prove that the Fairfax 
resident did much more, urging 
followers to go to Afghanistan, 
join the Taliban and take up arms 
against U.S. troops. 

The government’s case against 


al-Timimi is closely linked to its ear- 
lier prosecution of 11 men who pros- 
ecutors said were part of a “Virginia 
jihad network” — a group of men 
who played paintball games in 2000 
and 2001 in the woods of Northern 
Virginia as a means of training for 
holy war around the globe. 

Nine of the 11 people prosecuted 
in those cases were convicted and 
received prison sentences ranging 
from three years to life. Several who 
struck plea bargains are expect- 
ed to testify against al-Timimi.

Sony Told to Halt 
PlayStation Sales 

$90M payment ordered for violating patents 


SAN JOSE, CALIF. I Sony Corp. has 
been ordered to pay $90.7 million 
and halt U.S. sales of PlayStation 
consoles for infringing on another 
company’s patents. 

The trial judge granted a stay 
on the sales ban, however, pending 
Sony’s expected appeal. 

San Jose-based Immersion Corp. 
sued Sony in 2002, claiming it vio- 
lated two of its patents related to 
technologies that simulate the sense 
of touch in videogame play. A federal 
jury decided in favor of Immersion 
in September and ordered Sony 
to pay $82 million in damages. 
On Thursday, U.S. District Judge 


Claudia Wilken affirmed the deci- 
sion, tacking on $8.7 million in 
interest. 

Wilken also granted a perma- 
nent injunction that would bar the 
manufacture, sale or import into the 
United States of any PlayStations, 
controllers and games that infringe 
on the two Immersion patents. 

Immersion’s suit specifically 
names the PlayStation consoles. 
Dual Shock controllers and 47 
games. Immersion Chief Executive 
Victor Viegas said Sony’s new por- 
table PlayStation, launched last 
week, does not appear to infringe 
on Immersion patents, (ap)

FITNESS I Yoga and hip-hop aren’t 
usually uttered in the same sen- 
tence; the two worlds seem dia- 
metrically opposed, yoga with its 
taint of upper-middle-class lifestyle 
and hip-hop with its roots in urban 
street culture.

Spring Brings 
Earlier Sniffles 


ALLERGIES I Spring allergy season 
is hitting with a vengeance in many 
parts of the country, with the rela- 
tively warm, wet winter in many 
regions resulting in loads of tree 
and other pollens and mold. 

Dr. Maria Lania-Howarth, 
head of allergy and immunology 
at Cooper University Hospital in 
Camden, N.J., expects a strong 
early peak for the allergy season. 

Despite plenty of snow and 


cold weather in the Northeast in 
late February and early March, 
early bloomers such as birch and 
elm trees are budding and putting 
out lots of pollen, she said. 

March’s \vindy weather can blow 
pollen and mold around for miles, 
bothering anyone sensitive to them, 
so Lania-Howarth tells patients to 
start taking their medicines two to 
four weeks before the time that their 
symptoms normally begin. 


Dr. Ronald Saff of Allergy & 
Asthma Diagnostic Treatment 
Center in Tallahassee said patients 
with severe allergies should consid- 
er prescription nasal steroid sprays, 
such as Nasonex and Flonase, or 
immunotherapy shots that gradu- 
ally decrease sensitivity to allergens 
such as pollen. 

Some doctors are trying what’s 
been dubbed “rush immunother- 
apy,” where the doses of weekly 
allergy shots are stepped up quick- 
er to bring relief earlier than usual, 
said Dr. John Meiser of Pediatric 
Allergy/ Immunology Associates 
in Dallas, linda a. johnson (ap)

Aftey delaying choice 
twice, defensive end 
accepts Broncos’ offer 

FOOTBALL I Courtney Brown, the 
talented yet injury-prone defen- 
sive end, on Monday accepted the 
Denver Broncos’s offer, conclud- 
ing a protracted courtship involv- 
ing several suitors — including the 
Washington Redskins — accord- 
ing to sources familiar with the 
situation. 

The 6-foot-4, 290 -pounder kept 
the Redskins and Broncos in sus- 


pense through a process that start- 
ed March 14, by twice postponing 
his decision — initially the previous 
weekend and then Thursday. 

As recently as Friday, Brown 
remained torn between the teams, 
sources said, after final telephone 
pitches from Denver Coach Mike 
Shanahan and Redskins Coach 
Joe Gibbs. 

Terms of the contract were 
undisclosed, but sources described 
it as a multiyear deal with incen- 
tives tied to Brown’s ability to stay 
healthy. 

Brown — the top overall pick in 


the 2000 draft — was released by 
the Cleveland Browns on March 14 
after declining to take a substantial 
pay cut. Brown drew heavy inter- 
est despite having missed 33 games 
during his five-year NFL career, fin- 
ishing the past four seasons on the 
injured reserve. 

Brown’s decision was the latest 
free-agent setback — albeit a rela- 
tively minor one — for Washington, 
which earlier this offseason failed to 
re-sign linebacker Antonio Pierce 
(New York Giants) and cornerback 
Fred Smoot (Minnesota Vikings).

Beck’s back with 
‘Guero,’ a mixed-up 
album from a solid guy 

MUSIC I Heralded as the voice of 
a disenfranchised generation ever 
since the 1994 release of signature 
song “Loser ” Beck just laughs when 
asked if he feels pressure to live up 
to such an impossible standard.

big an opinion of myself. I would 
be a pretty sad spokesman.” 

Pundits may again trot out the 
term when referring to his new 
album, “Guero,” due out today on 
Interscope. 

The album, which melds rock, 
rap, atmospheric pop, folk and Latin 
rhythms, reunites Beck with the 
Dust Brothers, who produced his 
1996 release “Odelay.” Propelled by 
a sing- along chorus and funky beat 
(as well as a sample of the Beastie 
Boys’ “So What’cha Want”), first 


single “E-Pro” is Beck’s strongest 
radio start in years. 

Now married and with a small 
son. Beck says making music 
remains sacred. “At home, there’s so 
much going on all the time,” he said. 
When recording, “the world disap- 
pears in a way that only happens in 
the studio where you’re breathing 
the same oxygen for days on end. 
Sometimes to really get inside the 
music and it’s flowing out of you, you 
have to bury yourself alive.”

“Guero,” which loosely translates 
into “white boy,” was a neighbor- 
hood name for Beck when he was 
growing up in primarily Hispanic 
East Los Angeles. One track, “Que 
Onda Guero,” specifically refers to 
his past. 

As a potential way to reach a new 
generation of fans.

Crowded House 
Drummer Dies 


Pop Star Paul Hester 
is remembered by 
bandmates and fans 

APPRECIATION | Paul Hester, the 
drummer from popular 1980s 
Australian rock band Crowded 
House, hanged himself in a park 
in southern Australia, an emer- 
gency services spokeswoman said 
Monday. 

Hester, 46, had failed to return 
home after taking his two dogs for 
a walk on Friday night. The drum- 
mer’s body was later found in a park 
near his home in the southern city 


of Melbourne. 

Hester played in several small 
bands before joining the New 
Zealand group Split Enz in 1983. 
He and Split Enz singer Neil Finn 
formed Crowded House in 1985 
with bass player Nick Seymour. 

Crowded House was one of 
Australia’s most successful bands 
in the late 1980s and early 1990s, 
with hits such as “Don’t Dream it’s 
Over” and “Weather With You.” 

Finn, currently touring in 
London, said he was deeply sad- 
dened: “I am devastated,” he told 
a newspaper. “I have lost one of my

Fifty Fingers, One Hit Album 


The Five Browns 
are classical music’s 
most visible pop stars 

FRESH FACES | The Five Browns may 
be the closest classical music ever 
comes to a teen pop group. 

A piano quintet of three sisters 
and two brothers, the fresh-faced 
Browns hope to appeal to young 
classical music enthusiasts with 
their self-titled recording debut. 

But they’re hardly playing bub- 
ble-gum music. After all, each of 
the siblings, who range in age 
from 19 to 25, have been clas- 
sically trained at the venerable 
Juilliard School. 

“The music is strictly classical, 
mind you, but we have one foot in 
the classical music world and anoth-

er in real life,” said Deondra. “We 
watch our fair share of MTV, we 
have different kinds of music in 
our CD cases.” 

The album, which debuted at 
number one on Billboard’s classical 
charts and remained there for four 
weeks, doesn’t have them trying to 
put a classical spin on a pop song 
or collaborating with a pop act. It 
does, however, feature pop -friendly 
tracks such as elements of Leonard 
Bernstein’s “West Side Story” and 
“Flight of the Bumble Bee.” 

The Browns — Desirae, 25; 
Deondra, 24; Gregory, 22; Melody, 
20; and Ryan, 19 — are spending 
the next few months on tour, tak- 
ing their group around the nation 
in hopes of cultivating an even 
wider fan base. 

The Browns, who come across 


as typical college kids instead of 
prodigies, are used to being rep- 
resentatives for the genre. They 
first got national media atten- 
tion a few years ago, when all five 
of them were enrolled in Juilliard 
— a formidable feat for one person 
to accomplish, let alone five from 
the same family. 

Besides the music, five pianists 
performing at the same time cer- 
tainly draws attention. But what 
could come off as a jarring gim- 
mick works quite seamlessly. 

“We’ve all been trained almost 
exactly the same since day one, so 
playing together comes pretty nat- 
urally for us,” Desirae said. 

Although the Browns may even- 
tually strike out on their own, for 
the foreseeable future, they like 
being a part of a group just fine. 

“We’d like to do it as long as 
possible,” Gregory said. “Why 
not just go out and go to work 
every day with your best friends?”

“Wave that Shook the World” 
(8 p.m.) examines December’s tsuna- 
mi caused by the undersea slippage of 
the Earth’s crust along a 700 -mile- 
long fault off the Sumatran coast.

Charlottesville author 
defends putting off 
sex until marriage 

It’s unfashionable and risks rid- 
icule, and it’s tough to maintain 
in the face of powerful cultural 
pressures. 

But chastity remains a vital 
virtue, argues Lauren F. Winner 
in “Real Sex: The Naked Truth 
About Chastity” (Brazos Press). 

Winner, who lives with her 
husband in Charlottesville, Va., 
acknowledges that she has had 
premarital sex. But she gradu- 
ally changed her mind after the 
Christian conversion depicted in her 
2002 memoir, “Girl Meets God.” 

Chastity involves everything 
from faithfulness in marriage to 
avoidance of pornography, but 
Winner’s focus is premarital sex. 
(Chastity isn’t the same as celibacy, 
abstention from sex as part of reli- 
gious vocations and vows.) 

Despite liberal Christians’ 


attempts to define it away. Winner 
said limiting sex to marriage is an 
essential aspect of biblical teaching 
(but doesn’t explore the same-sex 
marriage dispute). 

Dating do’s and don’ts to main- 
tain chastity are difficult to define. 
Lauren and her husband. Griff, fol- 
lowed a rule suggested by a univer- 
sity chaplain in Charlottesville: Do 
in private only what you’re comfort- 
able doing in public settings. 
Winner said the culture spreads 
“four powerful lies” that accompa- 
nied the past half-century’s moral 
individualism and promiscuity: 
Sex can be wholly separated 


from procreation: Yes, reliable 
birth control means we can usual- 
ly disconnect sex from child-mak- 
ing but this is only narrowly, “tech- 
nologically” true, she said. Morally 
and religiously, sex has three pur- 
poses, to unite the couple in love, 
to produce children and to mirror 
“the radical fidelity and intimacy” 
between God and the church. 

How you dress doesn’t mat- 
ter: Winner insists she’s no prude, 
but the commercial marketplace 
promotes “a culture of immodes- 
ty” that Christians must counter- 
act. She said modest attire remains 
an option in stores that cater to the 


rich, while lower-price stores pro- 
mote sexually enticing garb, even 
for young girls. 

“Our clothes tell stories” about 
ourselves, she said. There’s power 
in deciding “I am more than a sex 
object designed for your passing 
entertainment.” 

Good sex can’t happen in the 
humdrum routine of marriage: 
Consumer culture emphasizes 
novel experiences and makes sex 
little more than diversion or adven- 
ture, Winner said. That undercuts 
the attractiveness of stable mari- 
tal relationships free of the thrill 
of danger. But don’t be misled by 


romantic fiction. Winner coun- 
seled. “Ordinary” sex is meaning- 
ful — and fun. 

You shouldn’t marry for sex: 

Promotion of sex before marriage 
merges with pressures to delay 
marrying to fulfill career goals 
or make supposedly mature deci- 
sions about a mate. Winner thinks 
that’s usually a mistake and favors 
early marriage. 

Christian churches sometimes 
convey their own “lies,” she added. 
Among them: Sinful sex always 
makes you feel bad. Women lack 
libidos. Bodily needs are unim- 
portant. RICHARD N. OSTLING (AP)
